Protection of Forests 
Vital To Water Supply 


Water is a vital factor in the success of many of the farm and 
orchard enterprises of California. 
At the present time a threatened 
scarcity of water is causing great agitation among irrigationists. 
Offi­ 
cials of the United States Forest Service and the California State Board 
of Forestry point out the relationship that exists between forested areas 
and the irrigation problem. 
Without an adequate forest cover upon 
mountain watersheds, water from winter storms runs off quickly, causing 
floods and excessive erosion. 
Tip a table to the angle of 45 degrees and cover its surface with 
sponges to correspond with the layer of decomposed vegetable matter in 
a forest. 
Pour water over the table and a large proportion will be re­ 
tained in the sponges to ooze out gradually. 
Remove the sponges and 
repeat the process of pouring water over the table. 
Of course the water 
will immediately seek the lowest level. 
Forests on mountain slopes have 
the same effect in retaining water that the sponges had. 
Water from 
winter storms held back by the forest’s decomposed vegetable matter, 
enters the ground, and oozes out gradually later in the year. 
From the foregoing, the necessity of protecting our forested areas 
from fire and the necessity of having mountain slopes, not valuable for 
agriculture, covered with forest trees is well understood. 
The United 
States Forest Service is constantly protecting forests within National For­ 
est Boundaries from fire. 
The California State Board of Forestry pro­ 
poses acquirement by the State of all watersheds necessary for the con­ 
servation of water. 
If these watersheds are acquired by the State, it is 
planned to protect them from fire and to renew forests where necessary. 
Until 1919 the California State Board of Forestry had no funds at 
its disposal for fire suppression. 
The last Legislature appropriated 
$25,000 for the biennial period and this fund was increased through co­ 
operation with the Federal Government under the Weeks Law. 
The 
fund, however, is entirely inadequate to protect the large and valuable 
watersheds of California.
